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The  Health  of  the  County  during  1940. 

The  year  1940  lived  up  to  expectation  as  a year  of  epidemics  of  measles,  whooping 
cough,  diphtheria,  and  scarlet  fever — especially  of  measles.  Beside  these  fevers, 
two  skin  diseases,  impetigo  and  scabies  that  had  rarely  been  seen  in  Cardiganshire 
gave  warning  early  in  the  year  of  trouble  to  come,  a trouble  that  had  to  be  met 
later  (in  1941)  by  opening  skin  hospitals  in  the  north  and  south  of  the  county.  By 
the  end  of  the  year  evacuee  cases  totalled  339.  They  were  nursed  in  the  Tanybwlch 
Emergency  Fever  Hospital,  whilst  the  Cardiganshire  cases  were  sent  to  the  Aber- 
ystwyth Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

Even  though  the  amount  of  sickness  in  the  county  was  large,  the  number  of 
deaths  from  infection  was  small  : four  children  died  of  wdiooping  cough,  none  of 
typhoid,  none  of  scarlet  fever,  and  one  of  diphtheria.  That  diphtheria,  the  most 
dreaded  of  these  diseases,  did  not  cause  more  deaths  was  due  to  anti-diphtheric 
inoculation  which  was  rapidly  carried  out  through  the  county  by  medical  officers 
of  the  county,  sanitary  districts  and  War  Emergency  Laboratory. 

The  winter  of  1939/40  was  long  and  exceptionally  severe — snow  on  the  ground 
for  weeks  and  spring  late  in  coming.  More  old  people  than  usual  died  of  pneumonia 
— a disease  which  caused  a higher  mortality  in  the  very  old  and  very  young  than  did 
tuberculosis  in  the  whole  population. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  914.  Of  these,  sixty-five  per  cent, 
occurred  among  the  aged,  caused  mainly  by  heart  disease,  cancer,  kidney  disease 
and  “stroke”  (cerebral  haemorrhage,  etc.). 

When  the  number  of  deaths  is  placed  beside  the  number  of  five  births  (649), 
a deficit  of  265  is  revealed.  Thus  we  learn,  once  more,  that  the  population  of 
Cardiganshire  continues  on  a steep  down  grade.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  pleasant 
to  find  that  the  tuberculosis  figures  are  lower  than  ever.  As  lead-mining  recedes 
into  the  distance  of  time,  as  the  nutrition  of  the  people  improves,  as  housing  gets 
better,  and  the  school  windows  become  sunnier,  so  the  number  of  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  gets  smaller  and  smaller.  In  1938,  thirty-seven  people  died  of  this 
disease  ; in  1939,  thirty-five,  and  in  1940  the  number  has  fallen  to  thirty.  To 
emphasise  the  importance  of  prevention  is  not  to  belittle  the  value  of  treatment  ; 
but  lung  tuberculosis  is  associated  with  social,  economic,  and  hygienic  conditions 
more  than  most  diseases  and  is  easier  to  prevent  than  to  cure.  Moreover,  preventive 
measures  are  the  concern  of  the  County  Council.  The  Tuberculosis  and  After-Care 
Committee  which  is  the  committee  of  the  County  Council  specially  concerned  and 
which  meets  quarterly  to  receive  and  act  on  reports  concerning  the  welfare  and 
care  of  tuberculosis  patients,  dealt  effectively  with  the  home  nursing,  the  nutrition 
and  the  disinfection  of  the  homes  of  the  sufferers.  In  the  matter  of  housing  of 
Tb.  patients,  however,  it  was  powerless  : in  no  case  was  it  successful  in  securing  for 
a patient  a house  in  which  there  was  room  enough  to  prevent  infection  spreading  from 
parent  to  child.  Housing  is  a duty  of  the  rural  and  urban  sanitary  authorities  and 
these  have  not  enough  council  houses  to  meet  the  demand  and  not  enough  money 
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to  build  more.  Consequently,  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection  from  parent 
to  child,  which  can  be  brought  about  by  proper  housing,  is  beyond  the  control  of 
the  County  Tuberculosis  and  After-Care  Committee.  If  more  public  money  is  to  be 
spent  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis,  housing  has  the  first  claim. 

Another  anti- tuberculosis  measure  is  the  school  mid-day  meal.  The  importance 
of  school  feeding  is  now  so  widely  recognised  that  it  seems  unnecessary  to  mention 
it  again.  But  in  Cardiganshire,  a county  which  may  claim  to  be  a pioneer  of  school 
feeding  in  the  rural  counties  of  Wales,  the  work  is  still  carried  on  in  a haphazard 
manner,  with  poor  equipment  and  in  rooms  not  suitable  for  the  purpose.  The 
Board  of  Education  now  makes  substantial  grants  covering  seventy-eight  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  buildings,  equipment  and  cooks’  w ages,  so  that  the  burden  of  preparing 
the  food  can  be  removed  from  the  shoulders  of  the  headteachers  and  the  actual 
cooking  places  need  no  longer  be  class  rooms,  cloak  rooms,  and  passages.  Any 
lingering  doubts  concerning  the  necessity  of  school  meals  in  a county  like  Cardigan- 
shire, where  ways  from  homes  to  school  are  so  long,  must  be  dispelled  in  war  time 
by  the  memory  of  the  last  war  when  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  rose  so  alarmingly 
and  continued  to  do  so  for  some  years  afterwards. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Maternity  Home  received  171  cases  during  the  year.  Not  all  these 
were  Cardiganshire  women.  Some  were  the  wives  of  service  men  and  some  were 
evacuated  mothers.  No  mother  died  of  puerperal  sepsis  during  the  year  ; but  other 
childbirth  causes  resulted  in  two  deaths  in  the  county  and  gave  a maternal  mortality 
slightly  in  excess  of  that  of  England  and  Wales.  As  in  former  years,  the  number  of 
stillbirths  was  high.  But  infantile  mortality  was  low  and  would  have  been  lowrer 
if  it  were  not  for  the  high  mortality  among  illegitimate  children. 

Six  children  under  two  years  of  age  died  of  diarrhoea.  This  is  a very  high 
number  to  die  of  a disease  that  is  usually  connected  with  insanitary  surroundings, 
overcrowding,  and  careless  feeding.  It  is  not  characteristic  of  Cardiganshire  and 
may  be  connected  with  war  conditions. 

School  children,  on  the  whole,  despite  the  epidemics,  were  very  healthy.  Their 
death  rate  was  by  far  the  lowest  of  all  the  age  groups.  It  may  be  claimed  that  this  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  social  services  bear  more  on  the  school  child  than  on  any 
other  part  of  the  community. 


School  Dental  Service. 

The  school  dental  service  had  the  very  heavy  task  of  caring  for  the  teeth  of  the 
Liverpool  evacuee  school  children  as  well  as  those  of  the  Cardiganshire  school  children. 
Later  in  the  year  children  from  other  bombed  areas  were  added.  For  a period  of 
four  months  the  work  was  lightened  by  the  help  given  by  a Liverpool  dentist  who 
was  lent  to  the  county.  When  the  latter  left  on  February  9th,  1940,  the  whole  of 
the  work  fell  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Cardiganshire  dentist.  When  the  second 
evacuation  took  place,  the  arrangement  had  to  be  abandoned,  and  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  only  urgent  cases  amongst  evacuated  children  were  treated.  The  dentist 
reports  on  the  Liverpool  evacuees  that  the  condition  of  the  teeth  was  very  bad. 
Two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  extractions  were  performed,  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  under  gas,  before  the  arrival  of  the  Liverpool  dentist.  After  his  recall,  a further 
230  teeth  were  extracted,  73  were  filled  and  198  operations  under  gas  were  carried  out. 
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The  Rotherhithe  Nautical  School,  New  Quay. 

This  school  was  evacuated  to  the  county  in  1940.  Most  of  the  boys  had  been 
receiving  periodic  inspection  and  treatment  before  they  left  for  Wales.  Consequently 
the  dental  condition  was  good.  Seventy  boys,  however,  required  fillings  ; this 
work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cardiganshire  dentist.  Since  the  age  of  the  boys  was 
between  14  and  17  years,  the  required  treatment  is  of  a conservative  nature.  It 
will  require  a great  deal  of  time  and  attention  to  keep  up  a satisfactory  standard, 
but  it  is  important  that  this  standard  should  be  maintained  for  the  boys  intend  to 
“follow  the  sea”,  a profession  which  requires  good  health  and  strong  teeth.  Any 
neglect  from  now  on  will  destroy  the  effect  of  the  good  work  that  has  already  been 
done. 

Private  Evacuees. 

As  these  are  now  on  the  Cardiganshire  school  registers,  they  are  treated  with  the 
Cardiganshire  children.  On  the  whole  their  dental  condition  was  good,  although 
a great  number  required  treatment,  both  extraction  and  filling. 

Cardiganshire  Children. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-three  Cardiganshire  pupils  made  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fourteen  attendances  for  treatment.  Nine  hundred  and  forty-nine 
teeth  were  filled  and  three  thousand  and  seventy -six  teeth  were  extracted. 
There  were  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  administrations  of  nitrous  oxide  and 
seven  hundred  and  seventy  local  anaesthetics. 

A great  part  of  the  credit  for  the  improved  health  of  the  Cardiganshire  school 
population  must  be  given  to  the  school  dental  service  ; it  is  difficult  to  see  any  other 
explanation  of  the  big  fall  in  infective  heart  disease  than  that  of  cleaner  mouths  and 
healthier  throats.  It  is  not  possible,  however,  for  one  dentist  to  attend  both  the 
evacuee  school  population  and  the  Cardiganshire  school  population.  Attempts  were 
made  to  secure  a second  dentist  and  later  (1941)  a part-time  dentist  was  engaged.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Midwives  Act. 

During  the  year  forty-four  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
county.  Of  these,  three  were  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Maternity  Home,  six  were 
in  private  practice  as  maternity  nurses,  and  the  remaining  thirty-five  were  employed 
by  local  district  nursing  associations  (thirty-three  permanently  and  two  temporarily) 

The  Supervisor  paid  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  visits  to  midwives  in  their 
districts.  No  case  of  malpractice  or  breach  of  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  was  reported.

District  Nursing  Associations. 

No  new  local  district  nursing  association  was  formed  during  the  year.  Three 
are  now  thirty  associations  in  being  and  thirty-four  nurses  employed. 

One  State  Registered  nurse  sent  to  the  Queen  Charlotte  Hospital,  London,  for 
midwifery  was  in  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  no  changes  of  nurses  in  the  county  during  1940. 


County  Maternity  Home. 

One  hundred  and  seventy -one  cases  were  treated  in  the  County  Maternity 
Home  during  the  year.  Fifty-eight  of  these  were  uncomplicated  labours,  seventy- 
eight  required  instrumental  intervention,  and  ten  were  delivered  by  Caesarian  Section. 
Six  cases  of  albuminuria  and  seven  cases  of  ante-partum  haemorrhage  were  admitted 
into  the  Home.  All  were  treated  and  cured. 

There  were  two  deaths  during  the  year  ; one  from  eclampsia  and  one  following 
Caesarian  Section. 


Still  Births. 

There  were  forty-three  still  births  in  the  county,  twenty-four  of  which  occurred 
in  the  County  Maternity  Home.

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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

The  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Mental  Deficiency  Com- 
mittee of  the  County  Council,  which  is  a sub-committee  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  meets  quarterly. 

For  female  patients,  the  Cardiganshire  County  Council  has  made  provision 
jointly  with  other  counties  at  the  West  Wales  Joint  Counties  Institution,  Pantglas, 
Carmarthen. 

Male  patients  are  sent  to  institutions  belonging  to  other  authorities,  e.g.  the 
Driffield  Institution,  Caersws. 

Supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Nurses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  4 males  and  8 females  were  in  institutions  under  Order  ; 
1 male  was  on  licence  from  institution,  and  53  mental  defectives  (17  male  and  36 
females  were  in  receipt  of  poor  relief. 


BLIND  PERSONS  ACT. 

The  care  of  blind  persons  and  the  prevention  of  blindness  is  controlled  by  two 
Committees — the  Cardiganshire  Association  for  the  Blind  and  a Sub-Committee  of 
the  Cardiganshire  Public  Health  Committee. 

The  Certifying  Officer  is  the  County  M.O.H.,  who  refers  special  cases  to  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

During  the  year  23  persons  were  admitted  to  the  register  and  19  names  were 
removed  owing  to  death.  The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  227, 
compared  with  223  the  previous  year. 


TREATMENT  OF  CANCER. 

Cancer  patients  are  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals  belonging  to  the  County 
Council  : — County  Hospital,  Aberaeron;  Public  Assistance  Institution,  Aberystwyth, 
and  the  Public  Assistance  Institution,  Lampeter. 
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MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER. 


The  Licensing  Authority  is  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council. 

The  sanitation  of  the  buildings,  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  and  the  absence 
of  tuberculosis  in  those  who  handle  the  milk,  are  certified  by  the  medical  and  sanitary 
officers.  The  cows  are  examined  half-yearly  by  a veterinary  surgeon  and  samples 
of  milk  are  taken  every  three  months  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  examined 
bacteriologically  at  the  laboratory.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty-four  milk  samples  in 
connection  with  the  Order  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  Accredited  licences  and  twenty-four  T.T.  licences 
were  issued  during  the  year,  compared  with  372  and  21  respectively  for  the  previous 
year. 


PATHOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS. 

Wassermann  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea.  All  other 
chemical  and  bacteriological  work  during  1940  was  done  in  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Llanbadarn  Road,  Aberystwyth.  One  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  latter  laboratory  during  the  year. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Children  of  pre-school  age  are  dealt  with  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  those  of  school  age  by  the  Education  Comm- 
ittee. Cases  are  examined  by  the  Visiting  Surgeon  four  times  a year,  and  those 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff. 
Thirty-eight  individual  cases  were  seen  by  the  Visiting  Surgeon  during  the  year. 
Seven  received  hospital  treatment,  and  eleven  patients  were  provided  with  calipers, 
etc.
